Cultlvailou of tl» art of memory— 
whieh, by tho way. is a singularly ex- 
act expression for lliu proo ss— is n 
matter upon whioli iiiuoli thought and 
attention havo li. ii hi slowed, and as 
to which opinions have whloly dilTerod, 
The literature of mnemotechny 
ha,s bocomo very cxtoiislvo and 
many systomsof arliliehal memory have 
h on ilovisod to help llioso whoso idem 
and :iv-oeiations laok soiinoiioo ami w ho 
,1,, mil know llow lo set about llio task 
of roooUeoting. But all theso aro out- 
side tho real idea of enltivating the 
ni. niory. They are aids to nn unused 
or uutralncd faculty, uothlug more. 
Tliey are atmply the application ol 
mochanloal force to help out a weak or 
enfoohled muscle} they are the muscle 
itaelt.

It does not 
ililTer in Iliis rospoel from any other 
human taoiiUv, wlntlior of iiiiml or 
liody. Muscle and iiilelieel aro »ub- 
j.oi lo Iho samo rules and the 
same conilltionsi uso strengthens, 
disuse . weakens. An ineni- 
pient, feeble memory must be 
put under riglit rigid ilisoipline and ex- 
ercised sysU'lllatioally. and osp.'oinlly 
d ill Uios.. ilii.MMioiis in wliioli if is 
si dciuolivo. Mi iimrios ililTer vei7 
widely, aa to tho olijecW tvliieii they 
gn)sp with enao or dlflleqlly. One re- 
members dates with accuracy, another 
la always uiiuorlain about ihem; ono 
renuimhois faoos poifioily, anollior al- 
wayt coiifii-os iliiMii; oiio lonionihors 
tho seqiicneo of oi oiiN, anollior is iiover 
absolutely certain as to historic order 
or iiroeedencet one recollects only tho 
gravest and most Important affaUra, 
another only frotli and nonsense. 

Each easu of uncertain or defective 
memory calls for lis own trcalnient, 
nnd lhal is sovoio disoipliiio. A poor 
momory for dates can be ma lo lioiier 
by hard study of chronology; the use- 
less faculty of remembering trivial 
lliini^ call bo eiirod by an exoluaivo 
«tudy of mailers of eiinsaqoence. —fian

A rrlrtlre Tlii»t N..*.T Will I'lir ll tU" 
lntheI.ons Ituu, Hut IniillalUy Entails 
a Oaria. 

Il Is a sad fact lliiit .'iiindiiy work 
BmonK ninrket <;iirib iiors .mil fanners 
generally, n> ;ir tbe l:irf,'e cities Is iii- 
creasin;^. In our iieijriiborbood, twenty 
years ago. Sunday was a day for rest. 
Now, during tlio suininrr, every Sun- 
day, men are to be seen »t work In tlie 
tieids manng np lo.ids of vopelabU a, 
tho same as niren wi i k days. l!y four 
o'clock In the iifleriioon loail.'ii \va;,-on.s 
be;;in to jiass toward tbe city, and tliis 
proi i'ssioii is kojit up for tlic rest of 
the night, lu some localitioa tills work 
is so general that worshipers iu 
clinrches along tho rOads are greatly 
disturbed. This practice was begun by 
men who have apparently no ninbi- 
life bat to beat tlieir 
lilior', and to make il few 
extra dollars. Such men look upon a 
Sunday spent as it should be, in 
rest, tlioiiglit and devotion, as so mnch 
tlmo w.tstod. It Is u.selcss lo expect 
much else from such men. Tlie only 
way lo rcaeh tliem would 1>« to briii^; 
back llio strict old law of the Purilans. 
Tbo worst of It is that tiieir iiifluenco 
is all for the bad. Younger men wfco 
bavo bcoii brought iii) In Sundayr 
schools and iiniKr ;;ood inHuenoes are 
led into Sunday work. Coinpotltlon Is 
so close, and the fraidners' business is 
K.t pri'i arious, lliat such men are sorely 
leniiili-d, wlieni vi r tliuy see tlmir 
iieij;libor eiiviii^' a lot of the melons or 
loniabins by Sunday work, to follow 
llie b.ul exniiiplo. The practice is 
wrong from every point of view. Tlio 
moral loss which comes to any 
community by llie spread of sueb 
practices can not bo oslimalcd. 
The evil re-ulls aro ns certain ns 
they ean be. One lapse of latagrity, or 
one comproiuiso with conscleucc, nl' 
ways paves tho way for nnolhor. And, 
aside from any moral considerations, 
wo believo that .Sunday work entails a 
loss in lab ir. V.wry workiii;; animal 
upon lb. 1 farm nr. .Is rest. Fur a fow 
weeks men may be able lo stand tho 
strain oi coiistaiit laboi , day and night, 
but sooner pr later tliey break down 
and are {orced to resort to the uso of 
itlmolnnis and thus severely Injure 
their conatltutious. Sunday work, dono 
siinply to s;ivo a few dollars, neyi rwiU 
pay. il must eveiitnally bring a curs 
lo those who poiforiji it. 'J here are 
always linos of farm work, its tho oaro of 
stock, that render a cortnin ninonnt of 
Sunday work n necessity, but tiierj Is 
no oxcnso for Uio work done ainiply t 
_'et alieod of a neighbor.— /iwai Xmo
